Background a nd Aim - 

Construction of new standardized achievement tests for grades fa and 8 of comprehen- 
sive school and experiments in this connection with new kinds of tests , above all as 
regards oral production, together with correlation studies to ascertain the relation 
between different aspects of linguistic skill. Previous standard tests have consis- 
ted of a relatively limited number of subsidiary tests which have been used for sev- 
eral years in succession. The object now is to construct on a somewhat more long- 
term basis a reserve of tests from which a number of tests can then be sampled each 
year. This will make for a broader steering effect as well as reducing the risk of 
teacher working with a particular test In mind.

Experiments in the learning of infrequent words in English 



Background and Aim 

Standard achievement tests in English do not include any tasks where pupils are 
confronted with the task of learning something completely new and then reporting it. 
We wish to find out whether this type of pure learning could supplement the present 
test battery and make it more reliable. We have studied learning capacity with 
respect to unknown English substantives over a certain period of time to see how 
many words pupils could learn in this time. We also intend to study the correlation 
of this learning capacity with marks, general ability and marks for English. 



Scope 



140 grade 8 pupils, of which 

18 pupils taking the general course and 122 the special course. 



Methods 

During the actual learning the pupils were shown via the overhead projector an 
illustration of the word to be learned with the English name above it. At the same 
time they heard the word repeated twice from the tape recorder. These words had been 
tested in a pilot test and found to be completely unknown to pupils in grade 8, The 
words were again shown Imm ediately after learning, this time without any English test. 
Retention test ten days later, The results were correlated with a standardized achieve 
ment test, reading comprehension test and, as mentioned above, with marks for English 
and other subjects.

"Literacy and Development" is a highly germane topic in the historical development 
of western civilization and in the state of the developing countries today. 

Unique historical material is available in Sweden (and Finland) in the form of 
ecclesiastical catechetical records, which include* note© on (among other things) 
literacy from the end of the 17 th century. Accordingly the principal aims of this 
investigation are; 

to catalogue and evaluate the historical sources (catechetical rolls) to devise 
quantitative methods for the study of these sources to evaluate the results.

These 
can be made to serve e.g. as "preliminary'* and "follow— up" measurements before and 
after schooling, if any, and compared with any schools marks that may have been 
awarded*
